Washington, March 4.—A fter two 
years of alm ost continuous session 
the sixty-third congress, which re­ 
vised the tariff and the currency 
system o f the nation, supplem ent I 
the trust laws and created an in­ 
come tax and demonstrated the first 
popular election of 
United States 
senators, ended at noon today. 
Two ImjHirfant Measures Fail. 
When gavels fell in the 'housi 
and senate signalizing the a d jo u r n ­ 
ment, they m arked the close of h i d 
of President Wilson's 
administra­ 
tion, the first under domination of 
(he Democratic party since 
I H f j o . 
Strenuous scenes enlivened the fad­ 
ing hours, devoted chiefly to com­ 
pleting the appropriations for s u b ­ 
sistence of the 
government. 
Two 
important measures, the postoffice 
and Indian supply bills, failed in tho 
final legislative crush after desper­ 
ate efforts had beeH made to save 
them. 
In the emergency occasioned 
by their failure 
joint resolutions 
were passed and signed by the pres­ 
ident continuing in for/© appropri­ 
ations of the present year. 
While 
t.tred senators 
and representatives 
were devoting their energies to final 
essentials, President 
Wilson spent 
more than an hour in his room at 
the capitol surrounded by members 
of his cabinet, 
signing 
the last 
fruits of legislation. 
The president 
found time in the midst of this task 
to greet senators and representa­ 
tives and he m ade the occasion en­ 
tirely one of c o n g r a tu la to r , making 
no reference to projects watch had 
failed.

A committee will continue the 
inquiry into alleged lobbying in con­ 
nection with the ship purchase bill, 
a commission will study rural cred ­ 
its legislation and Democrats of the 
senate appointed a special com m it­ 
tee to recommend revision of sen­ 
ate rules with a view of establishing 
cloture of debate to prevent filibus­ 
ters. 
A mass of miscellaneous legis­ 
lation hurried through in the 
last 
days included claim bills, bills for 
public buildings, fish culture stations 
and bridges and m inor amendments 
to various federal institutes. 
The appropriation committee to­ 
day began the work of tabulating the 
amounts of the various bills which 
took money out of the treasury d u r ­ 
ing the session. 
It will be several 
days before an accurate tabulation 
is made tint the total appropriations 
are estimated at about $1,12 0,<000,- 
000.
